Language Dept. Tries 
Experimental Lab

A controlled experiment was con¬ 
ducted at Bushwick High School by 
the Board of Audio -Visual Aids dur¬ 
ing the months of October, November 
and December, 1963. The purpose of 
the experiment was to determine the 
value of the language lab when used 
as a library for extra practice by 
language students. 

Dr. Forsheit’s idea, the experiment 
involved Mrs. Altieri’s two French 5 
classes. One class was divided into 
two groups: one group used the tapes 
available in the lab, and the second 
group used the “French Corner” of 
the school library. 

The second class was a control, and 
used neither the lab nor library. 
Tapes used ranged from comprehen¬ 
sion to drill and review of subject 
matter. 

Tests were administered to the stu¬ 
dents at the beginning, mid-point and 
end of the experiment to determine 
the extent to which the lab helped. 
Results of these tests have not as yet 
been returned to Mr. Rogal, chairman 
of the Language Department. 

Questionnaires were given to stu¬ 
dents to find out what they thoght of 
the experiment. The majority said that 
they would like to use the lab for 
extra, voluntary practice.
